Engineer Strong stated in positive terms 
to a reporter that his order directed him 
to pass trains Nos. 13 and 3 (the latter 
closely followed by No. 13 from Detroit) at 


Rand Creek. 


Saw Light Five Miles Ahead. 

“I saw the headlight of No, 13 four or five 
miles before the collision occurred,“ said En- 
gineer Strong, but I supposed the train 
was sidetracked at Sand Creek, waiting for 
us to pass. The glare of the powerful elec- 
tric headlight made it impossible to see the 
exact location of the other train. My fire- 
man and I both jumped from the right hand 
gangway.” 

Strong and the fireman were both hurled 
300 feet, but; although scratched, cut, and 
terribly jarred, they were not seriously in- 
jured. 


The immigrants and other passengers on 


train No. 13 were crushed between the splin- 
tered cars. If any escaped without injury 
it will be considered a miracle. 


Wreckage Catches Fire. 

To add to the horror, the wreckage 
caught fire instantly, and in a short time 
the bodies of the dead and those of the in- 
jured who were pinned down were being 
burned. . 

The scene which followed was heartrend- 
ing in the extreme. The spot where the 
wreck occurred was in the open country 
with but one farm-house near by and facil!i- 
ties for aiding the injured were extremely 
inadequate. 

As soon as the news of the disaster reached 
Superintendent Burns here a relief train was 
dispatched to the scene with a score or 
more of surgeons on board. Farmers from 
near by and those who escaped from the 
wreck alive made heroic efforts to rescue 
the less fortunate. "et | 

The condition of the wreck was such that 
in the darkness it was impossible to render 
immediate aid. 

Immediately after the collision six 
cars of the west-bound train, crowded with 
immigrants; burst into flames. The unfor- 


tumates fought; madly in their attempts to 


crawl out of doors and windows, thus hinder- 
the bulk of them were

Burn Fiercely. 


The emigrant train was made up of nine 


cars behind two engines.. Six of these cars 
were jammed together. Soon the wreckage 
began burning fiercely and those in the cars 


were Slowly roasted to death. There was 


absolutely no means at hand to fight the 


fire, and the shrieks of the poor unfortunates 


were appalling. 


“It was a vertable hell of flre, said Victor 


C. Greenbaum of New York City, who es 
caped with slight injuries. : 

„The people who came hurrying to the 
scene from the farm-houses in that locality 
stood about the wreckage helplessly and 
held their hands to their ears to shut out 


the frightful screams, and turned their eyes 


away because it was more than they could 
bear. 

The scene immediately surrounding the 
wreck was terrible. In the semi-darkness, 


illuminated only by the glare from the flre 


of the wreckage, men stumbled about over 
corpses which fell from the ruins, and which, 
after (#2 flames had died out, were hauled 
ira the débris. 


There they lay along the track, some cov- 


ered by blankets which had been brought 
by farmers who had flocked to the scene 
from the surrounding country. People came 
hurrying from the nearby villages, and 
these, with the help et those who escaped 
on train No. 4, did what they could. 


Immigrants Know No English. 

The immigrants who were lucky enough 
to get out alive from the last one or two 
immigrant cars were unable to speak 
English and could give no idea apparently 
of the number of people that were in each 
ear. The conductor of this train could not 
be found, for this reason the estimate of 
the number of dead must be considered pure- 
ly as approximate. Railroad doctors and oth- 
ers agreed that the number must approach 
100. 

When the relief trains arrived as many 
of the injured as could be carried were taken 
to Mountpelier, O., Peru, Ind., and to the 
hospitals at Adrian. 


Many Sad Episodes. 

At the union station in this city during the 
night were many sad episodes. Relatives 
and friends of passengers who were known 
to have been on the wrecked train besieged 
the railroad officials with entreaties and in- 
quiries. One little girl waited until 2:30 a. 
m. for her sister, Vida Decas of Tupper- 
ville, Ont., and was informed that the sister 
was among the dead. 

„Dead! Dead! Dead!“ she shrieked, fas- 
tening her arms about the neck of the op- 
erator who had announced the names, while 
tears welled from the eyes of the spectators. 
The grief of the child éxhausted her so that 
she had to be carried away.

Nine-tenths of the fistic dans in America 
do not believe the question of superiority 
enters into the matter and think that Terry 

outclasses the Denver boy in everything 
pertaining to the art pugilistic. That is un- 


doubtedly true; still! Corbett must be given | : 


better than an outside chance. He is as big, 


as strong, and as scientific as the little | 


Brooklyn terror, and, if I am not mistaken, 
can hit equally as hard as can Terry. Such 
being the case, why should he not be gtven 
a chance to win? Of course every one with 
an ounce of pugilistic knowledge in his make- 
up looks to see Terry win easily, despite the 


seeming equality of the match, hence the 


betting of 1 to 2 in favor of the champion. 


What is it in the art of fighting that Terry 


possesses and Corbett does not that makes 
the former loom up as a sure winner? If 
Corbett holds him safe on the points named, 
Terry must, have something up his sleeve 
to offset anything that Corbett may have in 
his pugilistic category. And this is the abil- 
ity to hit with tremendous speed. and force 
from any position. Terry has a knack of 

wading in, wallopping away at top speed 
with both hands at head and body, and at 
quarters so close that his opponent, unless 
accustomed to fighting along the same lines, 
is nonplused. He is not prepared for the 
onslaught, and even though he were he 
would find it utterly impossible to exchange 
blow for blow. He might attempt to do so, 
but would learn to his sorrow that Terry's 
blows were coming doubly as fast as his 
were going. Few fighters can hit without 
getting set to deliver, and they, as a rule, are 
compelled to step in toward an opponent to 
land a blow effectively. If they attempt to 
fight in close quarters & la McGovern they 
invariably lean over too far and, after de- 
livering several blows, they overbalance and 
to save themselves from falling atop into a 
clinch. 

McGovern in fighting at close range sets 
himself in perfect position—viz.: his head 
almost in a direct line with his left foot, his 
legs slightly spread and bent at the knees, 
and the weight of his body nicely poised 
on his hips. Terry’s back forms a slight 
curve when in this vicious fighting position, 
but that does not bring his weight too far 
forward to cause him to overbalance. In 
fact, it is the dropping of his chin toward his 
breast to protect his jaw that brings to 
him the curve or fighting back. 

— 
Besides settling in proper position for dam- 
close range work, Terry generally de- 
livers his blows on a direct angle with his 
forearm and on straight lines, while other 
fighters, not so well versed in fighting at 
close quarters, deliver with a curve or short 
round arm hook. This method of hitting, be- 
sides taking the longest route to the ob- 
jective points, invariably leaves an opening 
for a boxer of McGovern’'s style to get what 
is termed inside of their guard. Terry's 
winning style of fighting came naturally to 
to him, and that is his advantage over Cor- 
bett in today’s fight. It won for McGovern 
before and ought to win for him this after- 

noon. 

Detroit will also receive a Thanksgiving 
treat in the shape of a battle for the welter- 
weight championship between Rube Ferns,

HE number of American women pos- 
sessed of English titles is increasing 
all the time, and the action of King 
Edward in Sonferring a knighthood 
upon Colonel William Carington trans- 
forms into Lady " Carington his American 
wife, who ig the only daughter of Francis 
Warden of New York, and sister conse- 
quently of Billy Warden, who was 60 
88 not only in New Tork society but 
wise in the most exclusive circles in 
land and France. 

Sir William's knighthood and his inves- 
titure with the Star ef the Victorian Order 
on the day following the return of the Prince 
and Princess of Wales from their tour around 
the world, together with bis simultaneous 
appointment to supersede General Sir Fran- 
cis de Winton as Controller and Chief of the 
Household of the heir apparent, have ofeat- 
ed a great sensation in sociéty and in court 
circles in England, all the more 0 as Sir 
Francis was déprived of his post, which he 
has héld since the Prince of Wales’ 22 
without any of the customary revegnition 
his services in the shape of an ordér or — 
other distinction, He was not among those 
who welcomed the heir apparent hom, 
indeed, he has not apparently been récei¥V 
by the Prince and Princess since their re- 
turn home, nor has he been included in any 
of the house parties at Sandringham. In- 
deed, he has vanished altogether from the 
firmanient of court. 

The fact of the matter seems to Be that 
Sir neis, while a most gallant officer, was 
too e of a courtiér, and likewise some- 
what deficient in tact. The resült was that 
he first of all incurred the ill will ot the 
present Princess of Wales, and subsequent- 
ly became involved in all kinds of disputes 
with General Sir Arthur Bilis and other 
members of the King’s household, the King 
himself finally taking part in the quarrels. 

In fact, Sir Francis ended by making hi: 
position altogether impossible, and his resig- 
nation of his post was a foregone conclusion, 
although no one dreamed that he would be 
gent about his business in such a curt and 
— 4 manner without any kind of recog- 


His ‘treatment, which can only be looked 
upon in the light of a disgrace, may perhaps 
have some other causes known to the King 
and hig son, but which are otherwise un- 
known, But on the face of it it would seem 
as if he had some grounds for complaint, 
since he is no meré courtier but @ soldier 
with a long and distinguished career be- 
hind him, and who only assumed charge of 
the heir apparent’s household at che urgent 
request of the King and with 1 
tance. He is well known in this country, 
where he has traveled, extensively while 
acting as military 1 to the Duke of 
Argyil when the latter as Marquis of Lorne 
was Governor General of Canada. 

Those who knew him in those days were 
amazed when he accepted the position of 
Chief of the Household, first to thé Duke of 
Clarence and then to the Duke of York, for 
it seemed to them that he was just as little 
guited for court life as General Gordon, the 
hero of Khartum, with whom he had much 
in common, ihcluding Gordon's hatred for 
what may be described as the white lies 
of society and for everything in the — 
of hypocrisy and pretense. 


There ts the same element of religious 
mysticism and enthusiasm in Sir Francis 
that distinguished thé late General Gordon. 
But while he is a dreamer of dreams, he is 
also a practical administrator, and 22 
Leopold of Belgium paid a high tribute to 
him when he declared him to be the most 
able government official he had ever known, 
and the only man who had succeeded in 
bringing order into the Congo State, which 
at the beginning of his administration was 
in a 5 of hopeless confusién. The 
General wan likewise for a time Adminis- 
trator-in-Chief of the vast territories of the 
British East African company, an appoint- 
ment which he =e obliged to resign on the 
score of ill healt 

Like his friend Gordon, he is & man abso- 
lutely devoid of fear. On one oceasion, while 


Governor General of the Congo Free State, 4 


large number of African and Arab soldiers 
mutin and, marching down upon the 
Congo were met by the Europeans 
and loyal black mén, drawn up in line with 
loaded rifies. There was imminent danger 
of a sanguinary conflict. But just at the 
moment most critical Sir Franels calmly 
laid down his arms and walked over alone 
and entirely defenseless to the ranks of the 
savages and cogimenced to par- 
— With their leaders. The result was that

BONINE STORY DENIED 


DOCTOR SAYS AYRES WAS NOT 
‘SHOT AS DESCRIBED. 


Deputy Coroner Declares in the Wash- 


jon It Was Impossible for the 
Wounds to Have Been Made with a 
Weapon Held in Young Man’s Own 
Hand, as Related by Woman Charged 
with His Murder.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 27.—The principal 
witness today before the Criminal Court, in 

which Mrs. Lola Ida Bonine is being ‘tried 
for the rder.of James S. Ayrea Jr., was 
Dr. Martin .W. Glazebrook, the Deputy. Cor- 
oner for the District of Columbia, who con- 
ducted the autopsy on the body of Ayres. 
He described in detail thé three wounds on 


stripped to the waist, was uséd to illustrate 
the location and course of the wounds for 
the instruction of the jury. He thought 
that it was impossible for the wounds to 
have been made with the weapon in Ayres’ 
own hands. 

The first witness of the day was Johnson 
J. Hooper, who was out with Ayres during 
the first part of the night on which he was 
killed. He said that Ayres took three glasses 
of beer, and that when he finally returned to 
the Kenmore, about 12:86 o'clock in the 
morning of May-15, he was perfectly sober. 

‘John A. Taff, a Kenmore Hotel boarder, and 
Michael Kane, another member of the Ayres 
farewell party, also stated that Ayres was 
sober that night. 

Three Wounds Described. 

_Dr. Martin Glazebrook, who performed the 
autopsy on Ayres’ body, described the three 
wounds in the body of the victim. The wit- 
ness said he had experiménted with the pistol 
found in Ayres’ room, and he was about to 
relate the particular experiments, “when 
counsel on both sides, desiring to have str- 
geons present to hear the statement, se- 
cured a suspension of ‘his testimony until 
afternoon. 

Emma Brown, colored, nurse in the Ken- 
more, testified that abouf two weeks before 
the tragedy she had seen Mrs. Bonine and 
Ayres coming out of Ayres’ room about 10 
o’clock on a Sunday morning. On cross-ex- 
amination the witness said she did not know 
but that Mrs. Bonine had simply stood at 
the door; that Mrs. Bonine was fully 
dressed. 
| Mary Grayson, another domestic at the 
Kenmore, testified that about March 20 last 
she was working in Ayres’ room, when Mrs. 
Bonine.came in, and that Ayres ordered her 
out, telling her not only to go but to stay 
away, as he did not want her there.

“Assuming that the relative positions of 
the two were such as thus described, and 
that the pistol was in Ayres’ right hand, 
could the wounds which you found upon 
his body have been inflicted?” asked District 
Attorney Gould. 

“ Taking into consideration the position of 
Ayres and Mrs. Bonine, together with the 
appearance of his clothing, I don't see how 
it was possible that the pistol could have 
been held in Ayres’ hand,“ replied the wit- 
ness.

ROMANCE IN POLICRCOURS 


‘JAMES WILTER MEETS WIFE Ar- 


TER SEVEN YZ ARS’ SEARCH 


‘Separated from Her by Losses in 1893, 
He Is Unable to Get Trace of the 
Woman—Confidence Men Bring Him 
to Chicago from Farm Near Buffalo 
2d Rob Him of $400—When Going to 
Set Warrant for ‘Thieves He Meets 


A Thanksgiving, story as romantic as fan- 
tasy can weave and no less remarkable was 
unraveled* yesterday in Justice Martin's 
court. After seven years of separation, 
James Wilter, a farmer near Buffalo, N. Y., 
unexpectedly met his wife, for whom he had 
searched in vain for long years. The meet- 
ing came just as Wilter was ready to testify 
against confidence men who had lured him 
to Chicago througl promises to restore his 
wife to him and then had fleeced him out of 


several hundred dollars. 


Wilter went to Justice Martin's courtroom 
early in the morning with the intention of 
swearing out warrants for men who had 
robbed him. His wife went to the same 
courtroom a half hour earlier to testify in 


| behalf of a woman who was being sued. 


Wriiter’s heart was heavy with the new dis- 
appointment of broken hopes and the loss 
of a sum of money as he sauntered into the 
courtroom, . But his disappointments and his 
sorrows fled when he heard his name. called. 
im!“ cried Mrs. Wilter, springing: from 
the witness chair. It was a voice that the 
farmer had longed to hear for more than 
seven years. The couple met in a fond em- 
brace and sobs of joy interrupted the pro- 
ceedings of the court. 


Tells Story of Separation. 

Then Wilter told Justice Martin the story 
of the long separation while those in the 
courtroom gathered around and listened. 
And when he had finished he publicly kissed 
his long lost wife and offered a prayer for 
having found her. The confidence men were 
forgotten. No warrants were sworn out 
and there will be no prosecution, as Wilter 
told Justice Martin he would take his wife 
back to the little home in New York, where 
they will enjoy the happlest Thanksgiving 
in seven years. 

Wilter came to Chicago in 1892 with plenty 
of money. He married shortly afterwards. 
In 1804 he was left penniless. He sought 
work in vain and finally decided to leave his 
wife here and return to New Tork State, 
where he had friends, and start life over 
again.. He expected to send for his wife in 
a few weeks. And when he began to prosper 
he wrote to his wife .to come to him, but 
during his absence the house in which Mrs. 
Wuter lived; on the West Side, was burned. 
and, made ill by fright, she was taken toa 
hospital, and when her husband wrote she 
could not be found. Then the wife moved to 
South Chicago, where she had relatives, and 
made her living by assisting in dressmaking. 
Wiliter wrote again and again, he advertised, 
and .employed detectives, then offered a re- 
ward for information as to his wife's where- 
abouts, but all in vain: , 

Receives Letter from Chicago. 

Several days ago he received a letter from 

o signed William Hicks, declaring that 
the writer knew the whereabouts of Mrs. 
‘Wilter. Wilter hurried to Chicago and went 
at once to the number given in the letter in 
Twenty-second street, near State. There he 
met Hicks,“ who told him that his wife was 
dying at her home in Halsted street, near 
West Taylor. Wilter followed the man 
thither and the pair were met by a woman 
who said his wife was near death and that 
a doctor was in attendance. Then the doctor 
came out and said that it would be unsafe 
for any one to visit the patient. He demand- 
ed the reward, but Wilter refused to pay 
until he had seen his wife. Then the strange 
woman offered some beer. Wüter drank 
one glars and lost consciousness. n he 
awoke $400 had been taken from him. He

POSTMASTER GENERAL TELLS OF 
‘ABUSEISOF MAILS. 


nd Class Privilege for Loss in Year 

_ Sad Says Department Should Have 

‘a Surplus—Rural Free Delivery De- 
_ Clared a Success and Its Universal 

Adoption Is Urged—Good Progress 

Made im Extension of Service. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 27.—[{Special.}]— 
Were it not for the abuses of the second - 
class mall privilege, the Postoffice depart- 
ment would have a large annual surplus 
instead of the usual deficit, according to the 
report of Postmaster General Charies Emory 
Smith, made public today. 

The greater portion of the Postmaster Gen- 
eral's report is devoted to the problem of re- 
form in second-class matter, the enormous 
loss to the government in the transportation 
And handling of it being related at length. 
On thie subject the report says: | 

The second-class matter constitutes near- 
I @0 per cent of the weight of the entire 


— 


revenue for the last fiscal year was M1 
631,108, the second-class matter paid only 
$4,204,445 of ant lays, is, while 
.thrme-fifths of the mail in weight, it 

furnishdd only one twenty-eighth part of the 
revenue. The transportation of the mails is 
‘paid for chiefly by weight. The enormous 
disproportion of return to cost in second-class 
matter. is thus apparent at a glayce. 

Loss on Second Class Matter. 

“The second-class matter which paid the 
pound rate amounted for the last fiscal year 
to 420,444,573 pounds. At 5 cents a pound it 
cost $21;472,228 to cafry it. It paid in postage 
$4,204,445, leaving a net loss to the govern- 
ment of $17,277,788 on transportation alone. 

„Ot this vast mass of second-class matter 
it is estimated that one-half does not come 
within the meaning and intent of the law and 
is not rightfully, included in that class, and 
—— is not entitled to be mailed at the pound 
ra 


200, 000 00 pounds of mall a year 
is carried and delivered at one cent a pound, 
when it ought either to pay the third-class 
rate, equal to eight cents a pound, or not be 
carried at all. Not counting the expense of 
handling, it costs the government $10,000,000 
a year to transport this matter.” It returns 
in postage $2,000,000, thus involving a direct 
loss oh transportation alone of $8,000,000. If 
it be charged with its fair share of the total 
cost of the mail service on the conservative 
calculation heretofore given, the loss to the 
government is not less than $12,000,000. Had 
that loss ndt been sustained there would have 
been a surplus dt $8,000,000. : 

Subsidy to Private Enterprise. 

The government’ is thus not only con- 
tributing largely and rightly to the diatri- 
bution of legitimate newspapers and period- 
icals with & public object and coming within 
the law, but it is paying a subsidy of $12,000,- 
000 a year for purely private publishing en- 
terprises, run solely for private profit. This 
wrongful subsidy would pay substantially the 
net cost of extetiding rural free delivery over 
‘all the feasible part of the whole country. It 
would pay, the cost of three battleships. It 
would pay the largest amount that has been 
proposed te be set apart for the upbuilding 
of a great American merchant marine and 
leave $3,000,000 to spare every year.“ 

The Postmaster General tells of the steps 
taken by his department to correct this evil, 
by cutting off, Wherever possible, publica- 
tions not entitled to the low rate. He says 
the three chief abuses are the return of un- 
sold copies, the sending of books as serial 
publications, and the distribution of period- 
icals that are solely of an advertising char- 

One Instance of Injustice. 

Among instances cited ꝶ one of a publica- 
tion with ns legitimate circulation, but prac- 
tically distributed free of charge, which costs 
the government, above the postage paid, 
$13,421 for, each issue. Investigation has 
shown that the publisher’s total expenditure, 
including paper, ink, press werk, composi- 
tion, and postage, is .§7,337 an issue, while 
with the immense cirgulation afforded it the 


issue. This is only one 
have been discovered. 

The total receipts of the department for 
the fiscal year ending June 30 are $111 ,631,193, 
and the expenditures $115,554,920. The report

hile-the expenditures in the ordinary 
development and through various extensions 
of the service are $7,814,652,88 greater than 
for the preceding year, the deficit is $1,461,- 
961.22 less. Under present prosperous con- 
ditions the annual increase of receipts is for- 
tunately larger, than the inevitable increase 
‘of outlay, and for several years the deficit 
has been steadily growing smaller.“ 

Rural Delivery a Success. 

Rural delivery is declared a success and 
an extension of the system is recommended. 
The Postmaster General holds the plan of 
incalculable value to the nation and the peo- 
ple, and he urges that it be given to the 
entire country. He says: 

At the opening of December 6,009 routes 
will be running, and under present plans the 
number will increase by July 1, 1902, to 8,600. 

„The rural population now receiving daily 
service is about 4,000,000, and at the end of 
the. fiscal year it will reach 5,700,000. The 
delivery system will then cover more than 
a quarter of the eligible portion of the coun- 
try, and at the present rate of establishment 
the entire area suited to the servite—that 
is, as estimated, a million square miles of 
territory. with 21,000,000 of rural residents— 
will de brought within its scope in less than 


Would Use Pneumatic Tubes. 

Despite extensions of service, the deficits 
in postal revenue in Cuba reached only $83,- 
808, and in the Philippines $36,470. 

The improvement of the ocean mail service 
is discussed, and the Postmaster- General 
recommends the restoration of the pneumatic 
tube. system in cities where it formerly was 
used and its Installation in other large busi- 
ness centers. | 

Regarding the parcels post, the, report sug- 
gests. the establishing of the system in this 
country ‘rather than making more contracts 
with. other nations. 

Money ordér transactions in the last five 
years increased 56 per cent. 

The use of automobiles to transport the 
mafis in cities is still an experiment which 
itiis believed will prove satisfactory. For 
railroad transportation $33,881,300 was paid 
in the year. 

The registry business shows big gains. and 
in the year the pieces lost averaged only one 
in every 44,066 handled.

PURCHASE OF A LINE BY THE BAL- 


It Gains Control of the Ohio and Little 
Kanawha—More Reports Regarding 
the Control of Chicago Great West- 
ern—Earnings for Third Week of 
Nowember—Excursion Rates Granted 
~Southern Pacific to Establish an 

Immigration Bureau in This City.

The report that the Wabash had purchased 
the Ohio and Little Kanawha railroad with 
a view of tapping the West Virginia coal 
fields and also to use it as a link in a proposed 
extension from Pittsburg to the seaboard is 
knocked on the head by the positive an- 
nouncement that the Ohio and Little Kanaw- 
ha road has been purchased by the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad. 

For this company it will serve as a cutoff 
between the Baltimore and Ohio Southwest- 
ern at Marietta and the main line to Chicago 
at Zanesville. This is but one of the Ball- 
more and Ohio's recent extensions in that 
part of the country. Its acquirement of the 
Cleveland, Lorain and Wheeling and the 
Ohio River roads and its extensions by 
building toward Canton have occupied much 
of the attention of the management for some 
time past. 


Control of Great Western. 


Reports were in circulation yesterday that 
the principal obstacle in the way of a strict 
maintenance of rates by the Western roade 
had been removed by the Morgan-Hill inter- 
ests securing control of the Chicago Great 
Western railway. The report is discredited 
by several of the Western railway Presidents. 
but it is belféved that some understanding 
has been reached between President Hii) 
of the Great Northern and President Stick- 
ney of the Great Western, whereby the latter 
in consideration of protection guaranteed 
by the Hill roads will refrain from demoral- 
ae the rates in the West and the North- 
Ww 


‘Reports of 

Gross earnings of the Chicago Great West- 
ern railway for the third weék of Novem- 
ber, 1901, show an ſherease of $23,533 over 
the corresponding week of last year. The 
total increase since the beginning of the 
fiscal year, July 1, to date is $335,235. 

Big Four earnings for the third week of 
November show a decrease of $7,415 as com- 
ared with the corresponding week last 
year, Since Nov. 1 the gross earnings of 
this road have decreased $20,884. 

Gross earnings of the Chicago Terminal 
Transfer railroad company for the third 
week of November were larger by $4,247 than 
they were for the corresponding week last 
year. Since July 1 gross earnings of this 
road show an increase of $69,457,

NEWS OF THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


Proposition to Change Underwriters’ 
Association Basis Voted Down with 
Sarcastic Comment. 


A fortnight ago La Salle street was great- 
ly stirred by the proposition made through 
the bulletin of the local board to restrict 
voting power to one vote for each com- 
pany, the manager to designate which agent 


should represent it, or to give one vote for 


each §50,000 in premiums collected in any 
agency. 

So much Interest was taken in the propo- 
sition, which was violently opposed by the 
small agencies as likely to throw all the 
power into the hands of a few of the larger 
agencies, that a request was made to have 
the answers published. They appeared yes- 
terday and some of them were rather start- 
ling, as none of the writers supposed that 
their answers would be seen outside of the 
secretary's office. But two votes were cast 
in favor of the change, although seven said 
that of the two propositions théy preferred 
the company representation plan. Eighty- 
five voted against it and twenty did not an- 
swer or were neutral. Some declared that 
they would resign if such a change were 
made, many made derisive comments, and 
one man wanted the author of the sugges- 
tion sent to the detention hospital.

The Death of south Bend, Ind., who died 
* Great yesterday, was one of those 
persistent, trust- 
worthy men of German 
stock to whom American industries owe so 
much of their success. He and his brother 
went into the wagon-making business with 
a cash capital of §2.65 and $68 worth of tools. 
By attending strictly to business they built 
up an enormous establishment. They gave 
employment to thousands of men. They con- 
tributed largely to the prosperity of the city 
_ Where they had built their factory. They 
made for themselves large fortunes, the pos- 
session of which no one envied them, for 
those fortunes were so fairly and hdénestly 
made. There are American manufacturers 
‘Who have coined wealth through the or- 
ganization of and membership in trusts and 
combines. These modern methods of acquir- 
ing riches, which are successful often, but 
unpopular always, did not commend them- 
selves to Clement Studebaker. He preferred 
to stick to cld-fashioned ways and to trust 
éxclusively to his ability to make good goods 
for success. Mr. Studebaker was something 
more than a prosperous manufacturer. He 
took for many years an active part in polit- 
foal and religious affairs. He was much in- 
terested in educational matters. He was in- 
Geed a good citizen, of whom Indiana had 
just occasion’ to be proud.

Representatives. The old desks have gone 
énd new ones of solid mahogany have taken 
their place. In the committee-rooms mahog- 
any tables and desks have taken the place 
of the old oak furniture. That furniture is 
a6 good as new, but it is not good enough 
for Representatives. There are new carpets, 
lounging chairs, and “ luxurious sofas.” No 
one will grudge the hard-worked members 
of Congress their fine furniture, but there 
ure other persons in the service of the gov- 
ernment who would not be the worse off for 
@ little more luxury. According to the last 
report of the Board of Visitors to West Point, 
the cadets’ quarters resemble nothing so 
much as an old-fashioned country poor- 
house. There are no bathrooms. When the 
endets need water they take pails and 80 
for tt. The arrangements for giving. light’ 
ate inferior. The barracks need moderniz- 
ing in many ways. Of course the training 
of a cadet should be that of a Spartan rather 
than of a Sybarite. The men who are to 
command American soldiers must not be so 
daintily feared as to be unable to stand the 
hardships of the bivouac-and the battle. It 
ie quite unnecessary that their tables should 
be of solid mahogany of rare design; un- 
adérned pine tables will answer all purposes. 
But there is no reason why the cadets should 
not have bathrooms. While contemplating 
their own gorgeous surroundings and enjoy- 
ing the luxuries which are provided for them 
in the Capitol, Congressmen should not for- 
get the cadets at West Point. Adiittle money 
can with great propriety be voted to improve 
barracks which are on a level with a country 
poorhouse. 

§YSTEMATIZED CHARIiY. 
The Chicago Bureau of Charities has 
recently issued a statement of its work and 
an appeal for financial support. The one 
seems to justify the other, and what is said 
by the bureau for itself is borne out by what 
is said for it by persons who have observed 
its activities 

There can be Little doubt that the co- 
ordination of charitable enterprises which 
the bureau endeavors to effect is now indis- 
penn ble. There are at present in Chicago 
a vast number of charitable societies and 
ee each of which has its own aim 
and devotes itself to its own’ work without 
much reference to anybody or anything else. 
The result has been that charities frequently 
overlap or even conflict with each other. 
What might be done effectively by a united 
effort is done in shreds and patches by 
umrelated individual organizations. It has 
often been found that a family was receiv- 
lag belp from four or five different sources 
and that in many other ways there was a 
continual duplication or even multipliea- 
tion of labor. 

Afi this the bureau tries to stop. It does 
not attempt to supplant the organizations 
now in existence. It aims simply at being 
Fg kind of charities clearing-house, reducing 
to system what has previously been spas- 
mocke and ill-directed. It, therefore, effects 
a distinct saving in time and money. Oharita- 
ble Chicago is concentrated in the bureau, 
with the resuit that the bureau has a ful! 
knowledge of the charitable resources of the 
city and can use them easily and judicious- 
ly... It would seem, therefore, that mone; 
spent in supporting a society of this kind 
ja really in the nature of a saving rather than 
of an expenditure. A small sum spent by 
the bureau often means a large sum saved 
by several other organizations. A further 
advantage in the system is that the central 
office now keeps full information with re- 
gard to all the charities of Obicago, and any 
pérson who wishes to make himeelf gc- 
quainted with the real character of any en- 
terprise for which bis support ie asked may 
there find all the facts in the case. 

To the general purpose which has been 
indicated all the other activities of the 
bureau are subordinate. These, however, 
are in themselves important. The summer 
outings, the vegetable gardens, the muintain- 
jag of free traveling libraries, and the find- 


important services to the community. All 
these things are accomplished by a force 
of paid workers, numbering from eighteen 
to thirty, and a force of unpaid volunteer 
workers, numbering almost 600. This 
abundance of volunteers is certainly a good 
proof of the real ‘trustworthiness of the 
society and of ite value to Chicago. It is 
to be hoped that its usefulness will not be 
impaired by a lack of funds. 


THE ISSUES OF THE PRESENT DAY. 

Shortly after the close of the civil war 
American statesmen and newspapers got 
into the habit of saying that a change was 
taking place in the character of political 
issues and the manner of their discussion. 
Before the war, they said, the dominant 
issues were primarily moral and legal and 
both parties based their arguments mainly 
on ethical and constitutional grounds. But 
after the war the center of interest shifted 
to economic questions. Slavery as the para- 
mount issue gave place to contraction of 
the paper currency, resumption of specie 
payments, payment of the publie debt. And 
when the century-old tariff controversy 
cropped up again arguments about the con- 
stitutionality of protective duties fell into 
the background and the stress was- placed 
on the effect of such duties upon national 
wealth. 

This change which impressed the minds 
of publicists in the later 60s and earlier ’70s 
has been going on apace since their day, and 
the statement that the dominant political 
issues are economic questions can’ now be 
made with less reservation than at the time 
when reconstruction played a large role. 
Of the questions that will be treated in 
President Roosevelt's message, for instance, 
and debated in the ensuing session of Con- 
gress, the greater number are obviously 
economic. Trusts, reciprocity, barking, 
ship subsidies, the isthmian canal, all have 
their legal and moral aspects, but their real 
importance as issues arises fronthe fact 
that the material welfare of the country 
will be affected for good or ill by the legisia- 
tion enacted concerning them. 

This change in the subject matter of 
political discussion has been accompanied 
by a corresponding change in manner. Any 
one who takes the trouble to compare ante- 
bellum Congressional debates and stump 
speeches with similar discussions of receygt 
years will observe that Sonorous periods 
have largely gone out of fashion, while close 
technical arguments on the merits of specitic 
proposals are more highly regarded. Peo- 
ple seem to be much less influenced by pro- 
fessional “ orators,” who rely mainly on 
patriotic platitudes interspersed with funny 
stories, and to prefer speakers distinguishea 
rather for the range of their information 
and the closeness of their reasoning than for 
the turn of their sentences. 

From the fact that the issues now be- 
fore the public are mainly economic and 
that they are debated on economic grounds, 
it foll6ws that the success of our public 

y must necessarily depend in great 
measure upon the aptitude which Americans 
may show in grasping and solving economic 
problems. Asa race, the Anglo-Saxons are 


-+ universally credited with preéminent capaci- 


ty for political organization, and by them- 
selves at least they are held to have a strong 
moral consciousness. These two qualities 
are responsible iu large measure for the 
success of American policy in the past. But 
in the future something more will be needed. 


twentieth century as political instinct was 
“in the eighteenth in shaping the policy of 
the nation. 

Now the main obstacle to a successful 
treatment of economic questions is found 
in the ever present temptation to Allow feel- 
ing to dominate;sober reason in giscussing 
them. A typical example of this danger is 
furnished by the free silver campaign of 
1896. A great deal was said tien about 
the “crime of 78,“ the dollar of the 
fathers,” the gold dragon of Lombard 
street,” the “monetary independence of 
America,” etc. In using such language 
politicians were consciously appealing to the 
sentiments and prejudices of their hearers 
in order to influence their opinion upon a 
question that was, after all, one of business 
expediency. No argument is needed to show 
how slight a chance of. success a business- 
man would have if his decision were de- 
termined by his sentiments and his preju- 
dices. Nor is it difficult to see that a suc- 
cessful monetary or industrial policy can- 
not be framed and carried out in a repub- 
lican community where à majority of the 
people are swayed by feeling more than by 
intelligent reflection. 

Happily, there are at present few symp- 
toms of an emotional attitude toward public 
questions. Despite the powerful appeals 
made to prejudice in 1896 the American 
people decided in favor of a business-like 
monetary policy of which many former 
free silver men are now ready to acknow!l- 
edge the wisdom, The admirable temper of 
the public toward the trust problem, to which 
Tus TRIBUNE recently called attention, is 
a present instance of the same subordination 
of feeling to reason. If the American peo- 
ple continue to discuss and decide the ques- 
tions of the day on this basis there is every 
“reason to anticipate success in dealing hag 
the problems that now confront them, com 
plex and difficult as these problems cat ba. 
But such a result cannot be secured unless 
good citizens unite in discountenancing 
every appeal to passion in the discussion 
of economic issues, whether the appeal is 
made in the interests of what they believe 
to be a right decision or a wrong one.

The peaceful and profitable 
career of the Glass Table- 
ware association is not to be 
disturbed. This is bad news 
for consumers, who do not 
come to their own until the 
members of such an asso- 
cla tion as this fall out. The National Glass 
company, which controls about 70 per cent 
of the American output of tableware, threat- 
ened to withdraw from the association. The 
owner of a new plant had been admitted to 
membership against the protest of the Na- 
tional Glass company. It was the belief of 
the trade that if the latter were to with- 
draw a slaughtering of prices would follow. 
The National Glass company has been per- 
suaded by other members of the asseciation 
that it ought not to allow its wounded feel- 
ings to interfere with the duty of squeezing 
out of the American consumer of glass table- 
ware every dollar that the tariff makes it 
possible for the allied manufacturers to get 
from him. The duty on such articles as 
plain goblets and fumbiers is 45 per cent 
ad valorem. When made of cut glass the 
duty is @ per cent. These duties are much 
higher than are necessary for legitimate pur- 
poses. Tf they were cut in half the home 
manufacturers would be adequately pro- 
tected. If there were any competition be- 
tween American manufacturers this excess 
of protection would be a matter of little 
importance. But these manufacturers have 
eliminated competition by combination and 
are using these high duties to extort money 
from their customers. The users of glass 
tableware Would be much pleased to see the 
duties cut down whenever a suitable oppor- 
tunity presents itself.

GENERAL MILITARY EDUCATION. 
One of the most important and far reach- 
ing suggestions contained in Secretary 
Root’s annual report pertains to the ques- 
tion of general military education. It was 


lay in the Quartermaster’s, Commissary, 
and some other departments at the outbreak 
of the late war with Spain. Thie sugges- 
tion, however, goes farther than the reor- 
ganization of the educational system for 
the benefit of the regular army. It includes 
within its scope the national militia and 
incidentally the volunteer force which must 
always be the main reliance in case of war. 

At present the Secretary affirms there 
is a practical cessation of all systematic 
education of commissioned officers, with the 
unfortunate result that more than one-third 
of the army officers have had no opportuni- 
ty to study the science of war. Under the 
present system, with its limited facilities, 
only a few can avail themselves of such 
opportunity: To remedy this condition the 
Secretary recommends, in addition to the 
West Point Military Academy, an officers’ 
school for elementary instruction in theory 
and prac at each military post, five spe- 
cial schools, a general service and 
staff college at Fort Leavenworth, and a 
war college for the most advanced instruc- 
tion at Washington Barracks, the latter to 
have general supervision of all the other 
schools, 

It is urged that under such a system as 
this a university system of military educa- 
tion, including instruction in “all grades of 
service from the elementary branches up 
to the highest problems of military science 
and national defense, will be the result. 
Its most important feature, however, is the 
provision that these schools shall be thrown 
open to the officers of the National Guard, 
of the former volunteers, and the gradu- 
ates of military colleges and schools of in- 
struction “ for instruction by and with the 
officers of the regular army.” 

Inasmuch as a record of those who have 
exhibited. special capacity would be kept 
by the government the importance of the 
system will be apparent at once. In case of 
sudden outbreak of war the government 
would not have to resort to the indiserimi- 
nate appointment of volunteer officers of 
unknown ability. It could select officers 
who had demonstrated their fitness and 
whose competency to command was a mat- 
ter of official record. The practical import- 
ance of this feature of the educational sys- 
tem can hardly be questioned. 

Coincident with this matter the Secretary 
makes further valuable suggestions. He 
would have a board of officers organized 
to examine officers of the National Guard 
with reference to appointment in the volun- 
teer force. He also recommends that the 
National Guard be armed by the War de- 
partment with the present small service 
arms, that it be treated as a first reserve 
for all purposes, and that it take part in 
annual encampments and maneuvers in na- 
tional military camps, the travel pay, ra- 
tions, etc., to be furnished by the War depart- 
ment. 

With the regular army reinforced by such 
a volunteer reserve, headed by officers who 
have had regular army training, the gov- 
enment would always have a competent 
force ready to hand for any emergency, how- 
ever sudden. It would not again be found 
as unready as it was at the beginning of 
the war with Spain. Congress should 
seriously consider the Secretary's scheme for 
general military education. 


‘ THANKFULNESS AND OVEREATING. 
At today’s religious services there will bea 
great deal said about the virtue of thankful- 
ness. Now, thankfulness undoubtedly is an 
excellent virtue, and its right to a place of 
distinction cannot be disputed. But there 
are other virtues which have merits of their 
own and which ought not to be slighted. 
Among these is temperance in eating. Here 
is a virtue for which much can be said. It 
has the disadvantage, it is true, of being 
somewhat gross and practical. A man ean 
be thankful without giving himself much 
trouble. He cannot be temperate without 
a certain struggle with himself and a cer- 
tain outward regulation of his conduct. For 
this reason an inscrutable virtue like thank- 
fulness is easier to talk about, and ever since 
the medieva) preachers went to their rest 
sermons on gluttony have passed out o 
fashion. But gluttony itself remains, a 
while one should not neglect the are 
Let us come before his face with than 
giving,“ one ought also to remember this 
ether scripture: “‘ Put a knife to thy throat 
it thou be a man given to appetite.” 

The evil results of being “ given to appe- 
tite” are of several kinds. Those that 
appear.in the body are too obvious to need 
discussion, although it would be an inter- 
esting investigation to find out just how 
much is added by Thanksgiving day din- 
ners to the annual income of the doctors of 
this nation. The social disadvantagés of 
overeating are perhaps not so generally rec- 
ognized. Many a company of people will 
find out this afternoon, however, that cram- 
ming at the dinner table has an exceedingly 
unfortunate effect upon the conversation in 
the drawing-room. 

The horrors of the after-dinner lethargy 
have never been adequately described. The 
spectacle presented by a company of men 
and women who have all eaten too much 
and who are trying to fight off the feelings of 
repletion and sleepiness, and struggling to 
keep the spark of conversation alive when 
their wits are deadened by their gluttonous 
excesses, is one that does little credit to 
what advanced thought preachers are fond 
of calling an enlightened age. Better were 
the days of Falstaff's sherris-sack, for that, 
at any rate, “ ascended him into his brain 
and made it full of fiery, nimble, and delect- 
able shapes.” But turkey and cranberry 
sauce! One can hardly expect wit to pro- 
ceed from such a diet. 

Physically and socially, then, overeating 
is a great mistake. But there was once a 
time when it was not only a mistake but 
frankly and openly a sin. And not only a 
sin in ordinary but one of those seven that 
are dignified with the title of deadly.“ 
Along with Pride, Anger, Envy, Covetous- 
ness, Lust, and Sloth went Gluttony. The 
teaching of the Christian church on this 
point is unmistakable. As it made fasting 
a virtue, so it made gluttony a vice, and in 
the great medieval epic, when Dante de- 
scends into hell, he finds in the third circle 
all those who have allowed the pleasures 
of the table to overcome their spiritual na- 
tures. 

It seems unfortunate that just because a 
mau ate too much he should be pelted with 
driving storms of rain, hail, and snow, while 
his place of torture was guarded by a Cer- 
berus “ with vermilion eyes.” Yet so it is 
set down and so it is to be accepted. The 
glutton is to be uncomfortable in the next 
world as in this.

“WANTED: A BUSINESS GOVERNMENT.” 

Under this title Mr. Edmund Robertson, a 
member of the British Patliament, writing 
in the current Nineteenth Century Maga- 
zine, makes a plea concerning the British 
Cabinet which not only emphasizes the rela- 
tive importance of the administrative as 
against the legislative functions of govern- 
ment in general, but is a striking admission 
that party government as such may at least 
under the British system r fail at 
a critical juncture. 

He’ recites the unexpected ot the 
war in south Africa, its enormous drain 


British nation, the menace of the situation 
to the empire, the inability of anybody to 
give assurances as to the future under the 
present policy, the growing dissatisfaction 
with the existing government, the moral im- 

ibility of its materially modifying its 
policy, the impossibility, likewise, of such 
modification by any Conservative gov- 
ernment, and the lack of any compacted op- 
position, He then urges the constitution of 
a non-partisan Cabinet, composed of men 
selected solely for their administrative abil- 
ity and without respect to party, as an emer- 
gency government to take in hand the pres- 
ent situation. 

For how large a following Mr. Robertson 
speaks it is not possible to say, though it is 
obvious that British anxiety and dissatisfac- 
tion over the south African situation are 
steadily growing. That his suggestion will 
be acted upon even by a nation which has 
the reputation of being practical rather than 
logical is hardly likely. That there is great 
force, however, in his main contention that 
the south African situation is one which de- 
mands administrative ability and diplomatic 
judgment rather than mere party consist- 
ency or the maintenance of party prestige is 
plain.. National loyalty is finer than party 
loyalty, and a party’s mere momentum—es- 
pecially when it has an overwhelming ma- 
jority—may sometimes prevent it from that 
ready readjustment which unforseen exi- 
gencies enjoin. 

It is interesting to note Mr. Robertson's 
challenge of the adaptability of rigid party 
government in a supreme British situation.
